It gave ah State candidates top-heavy majorities over 
their independent rivals and in the only two county con- 
tests — both over the State Senate post— the opposition was 
swamped seven to one. 

Voting in Lower Merion Town- 
ship and Narberth Borough fol- 
lowed the trend set by Republi- 
cans in other parts of the County. 
Congressman Samuel K. McCon-

The only discouraging note for 
the Republicans was that only 24 ■ 
percent of their eligible party vot- : 
crs went to the polls. Even with ' 
110,130 registered Republicans in ; 
the County and the added attrac- j 
lion of a special election the show- j 
ing was poor. 

The turnout of Democrats in the 
primary was even less encouraging 
Ask' ■ from their State candidates 
ire Democrats had no county 
contests. Only 12 percent of their 
party voters went to the polls. 

For both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats it was one of the lightest 
primary votes polled in the history 
of the county. 

In the Republican contests 
County Chairman Lloyd H. Wood, 
Evansburg. had opposition both in 
•the special election over the va- 
cancy left by the death of Frank- 
lin Spencer Edmonds, White- 
marsh, and in the G. O. P. pri- 
mary where he was seeking the 
full-term State Senate nomina- 
tion. The special election was held 
to fill the unexpired term of State

Launch Local War 
On Black Market 

Price Control Head 
Urges Housewives 
To Check Purchases 



An intensive drive to "uproot 
all black market operations in 
this area as part of a nationwide 
effort to stamp out illegal sales 
now threatening the nation's 
meat supply," was announced this 
week by Mrs. Martha M. Diez, 
chairman of the Ardmore' Price 
Control Board. 

"New retail meat price lists 
were posted in the butcher shops 
throughout the country on May 1. 
They are similar to those already 
familiar to millions of consum- 
ers," Mrs. Diez said. "These new 
retail lists showing ceiling prices 

I for every cut and grade of meat 
are printed in green ink for easy 
identification." 

Mrs. Diez suggested that house- 
wives can protect the family poc- 
ketbook by making certain in 
each meat purchase of the grade, 
cut, price and weight. 

I Grades and prices must be dis- 
played in meat showcases on a 
pin, ticket or card,. she said. 

Grades are indicated either by 
letters ("AA", "A", "B", and "C") 
or in grade terms ("Choice", 

I "Good", "Commercial", and "Util-

Mrs. Diez said that shoppers 
should ask that these grade 
markings be displayed if they do 
not see them. 

In addition, she asked consum- 
ers to watch their meat purch- 
ases as they are being weighed. 

Mrs. Diez also told retailers 
how they could help insure com- 
pliance with OPA regulations. 
They should, she said: 

1. Post the latest ceiling price 
lists no farther than 20 feet apart 
•and where customers can read 
them easily. 

2. Tag meat in counters with 
the prices shown on the price 
lists, and mark the grade of the 
meat so that customers can see 
and read them. 

3. Avoid up-grading, tie-in sales 
and other illegal practices which 
raise prices above ceilings. 

"The Government," Mrs. Diez 
concluded, "has thrown a much 
larger staff of investigators into 
the field to combat the black 
market at the slaughter level, as 
well as in the retail meat stores."
